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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

A top casing 1 is erroneously named in the specification and in the claim 1 as "a 
ring", while it consists multiple (actually four) equally spaced legs (see Figs. 1-2). Fixing 
the problem will require to eliminate the word "also" in line 2, page 3 of the specification 
and words "being a ring" in line 2 of the claim 1. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1 , 453 O.G. 213.

correspond and receive therein the second pins; and a first fan and a second fan inside 
the top, middle and bottom casings.
